ber of telegrams were received urg- 
ing Dr. Grant to reconsider his de- 
Sion, 

The matter has been in abeyance 
until today, and it was alleged that 
some new urrangement would have to 
be made. The difficulty of finding a 
suitable person to enter on the dis- 
eharge of the important dut of the 
position was one of the factors which 
drove De. Grant back into the service 
of the church, Dr. Grant at first re- 
fused to resume his work and to un- 
dertake its heavy responsibilities. 

Dr. Gilbert Wilson, of Augustine 
church, Winnipesx, in an apt speech, 
suggested that owing to the amalga- 
mation of the two department of so- 
clu service and evangelism and home 
inissions, the difficulties of the posi- 
tlon were greatly increased, and he 
suggested that Dr. Grant be made the 
senior superintendent of the new de- 
partment, The commissioners carried 
this motion by a standing vote, Dr. 
Grant accepted the post on the undec- 
standing that Dr, Shearer and Rev. J. 
HM. Mdmison ibe associated with him. 

The Year's Budget 

The budget for the current vear 
was fixed at one million and a half 
dollars. This sum is allocated in part 
us follows: 

For home missions, $750,000; for 
foreign missions, $400,000; for socia: 
service, $107,000; for Maniteba col- 
lege, $14,500; Saskatoon college, $15,- 
000; Robertson college, _Mdmonton, 
00; Westminster college, Van- 
, $20,000. 

Work in Larger Citles 

The work of the chureh in the 
large cities was again discussed in 
the afternoon, Rey.

75 to 115 words per minute in short- 
hand, with no material error; in legal 
work 95 words a minyte was the re- 
sult, and in court reporting, the c 
initial attempt at this work, the ave 
age was 100 words. A series of pen- 
manship exercises followed. The slips, 
which afte ‘ds were distributed 
among the audience, showed skilful 
work, Dictation, 100 words a min- 
ute, was then given the class by Mr. 
Page, pupils bhmmediately transcrib- 
ing the work on the typewriter, the 
average time being $4 minutes, 

Perhaps the most interesting fea- 
ture of the program was the record 
éffort of Miss Martin, 
class, a-young girl of 14 years of age, 
and of Miss Buckley, junior student, 
in the special exercises, the latter 
typewriting 75 words a minute with- 
out a single error. Blindfolded, her 
attainment was 68 words with two 
errors. In taking the foreign lan- 
guage test, ‘Miss Martin, senior stu- 
dent, took 61 Greek words in a min- 
ute, with but two errors; in German, 
67, with one error; in English, French 
and Latin, she wrote 103, 74 and 75 
words respectively, faultlessly, Blind- 
folded, 91 words were written with 
one mistake. 

At the conclusion of the affair, the 
silver cup donated by the United 
Typewriter Co. last year, and won 
by Miss Martin in a fast competition, 
was retained ‘by her. Miss Buckley

London, June 10.—The elusive Mrs. 
Pankhurst, the militant suffragetie 
leader, again succeeded during che 
night in evading the police, who were 
closely watching the house in Gros- 
venor Square, from which she had 
been recently conducting the cam- 
paign against the peace of the mem- 
bers of the Royal family at Bucking- 
ham Palace, and other places, Her 
plan of escape is said by the polive 
to have been “cleverly conceived,” al- 
though the details were not mate 
public, 

The ingenuity of the women and 
their ability to cireumvent the train- 
ed brains of Scotland Yard, whea- 
ever circumstances demand a real 
contest of wits, are giving cause for 
keen anxiety at police headquarters. 

Police Disappointed. 


The raid on the office of the Wo- 
men’s Social and Political Union yos- 
terday, like the préviou’ one early in 
May, did not produce the results ex- 
pected by the police, who today plaina- 
ly showed their aisappointment. The 
documents seized reveal very few 
names of public interest.

Ottawa, Ont., June 10.—That over a hundred lives were lost in 
the storm off Chaleur Bay, on the northern New Grunswick and Gasp 
coasts last Friday, and that the disaster was the worst in the history of 
the fishing industry of New Brunswick, was the statement made in 
Ottawa this morning. 

Hon. J, D. Mazen, minister of marine and fisheries, said that the 
information which he had received went to show that the Neet was 
caught unexpectedly in a terrifle cyclone. In addition to the tremen 
dous loss of life, many of the fishermen had their homes destroyed by 
the cyclone. Mr. Hazen said that apparently not only were many 
families deprived of their bread-winners, but also their homes. 

Worst in New Brunswick's History. 

“Phe disaster is without doubt the worst of its kind in the history 
of New Brunswick,” said Mr Hazen “T have wired for further infor- 
mation as to the extent of the catastrophe.” He said that as soon as 
the government had sufficient information, steps would be taken to 
assist' those who had suffered through the calamity.
